White Way Issue 
To have or not to have an improved 
lighting system in Gettysburg seems 
to be the question confronting the 
wards iii which there are contests for; 
the nominations as councilmen. 
The j 
wards directly affected are the Sec­ 
ond and Third and 
the 
Republican 
voters in those two precinct# are the j 
ones who will decide if they wish to 
nominate a man for or against that 
improvement.

In the Second Ward Harry Koch 
Ii* publican incumbent in council, has 
as his opponent C. FL Tawney, for­ 
mer clerk to the county com m ission-1 
ers. 
Mr. Koch, from his attitude in 
council and from his vote on the pro- 1 
jeet of a proposed ‘‘white w ay” here, 
is in favor of the projected improve­ 
ment. 
Mr. Tawney, several 
weeks 
ago, I 
said hi* was “for” the improvement,) 
but that he did not believe the town i 
was financially able to stand the addi­ 
tional expense, which he said w'ould 
be incurred. 
In the Third Ward, Jesse FT Snyder,I 
Republican incumbent, on council, who) 
is also a candidate 
for 
re-election, 
has opjKised the “white w ay” from 
the time the project was first broached 
in 
council. 
On 
two 
occasions, 
he 
voted postponement of the improve­ 
ment. 
Rupp F etors I.ighting 
His opponent, C. Ray 
Rupp, 
this 
morning reiterated his stand that one 
of the planks in the 
platform 
on 
which he is running is his desire to 
see the “white way” installed here. 
W'.

Miller, 
Republican, 
First 
Ward, is unopposed for the primary. 
Democrats also are faced with one 
contest for a nomination as council­ 
man. 
This occurs in the First Ward, 
where C. J. Toot, a former member 
of the borough’s legislative body, has 
opposition in the person of Milton 
Rem ind. 
Gettysburg, as a whole, nominates 
its school directors. 
Democrats have 
no contest, for two nominations are 
to be* made, and there are only two 
candidates on the ticket. 
They are 
John \V. Brohm, incumbent, and Harry 
Ii. Bender. 
Republicans, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
have a four-cornered race for the two 
nominations as school directors. They 
are John VV'. McTlhenny, incumbent; 
Harry L. Snyder, Mahlon P. Hart- 
zell and Mrs. Anna C. Grimm, B alti­ 
more street, president of the G ettys­ 
burg Parent-Teaehers Association. 
Four For Burgess 
Both the Republicans 
and Demo­ 
crats have two men in the field for the 
burgess nomination, C. R. Wolff and 
C. A. B eiges being the opponents on 
the Republican ticket, and J. Harry 
Holtzworth and William E. Obliger, 
the incumbent, 
on 
the 
democratic 
ticket. 
Lawrence E. Oyler, Democrat, will 
be unopposed for the nomination by 
his party us tax collector. 
There are no contests for the minor 
offices in the borough or wards, and 
none are likely to develop between 
now' and next Tuesday.

With no other indebtedness 
save 
bonds for permanent Improvements, 
G ettysburg’s borough council, after 
January I, 1926, faces a year of pros- 
peiity, which is experted to w itness, 
many 
much-needed 
civic 
improve­ 
ments. 
That was the rosy financial pic­ 
ture portrayed this morning by mem­ 
bers of council in presenting a state­ 
ment of assets and liabilities, esti­ 
mated income from taxes and bonded 
indebtedness as of 
January I, 1926. 
Tile basis of the roseate picture 
painted by the councilmen is added 
assessed valuation on which the bor­ 
ough’s borrowing capacity is based, 
resulting from the vast vol urn ne of 
new’ building operations completed or 
in course of construction and nearing 
completion this year. 
Increased Valuation 
It is estimated by those members 
of council who prepared the financial 
statem ent that assessed valuation in 
Gettysburg will be increased by $300,. 
000 in 1926, which figure they believe 
to be conservative. 
It 
is pointed 
out that the annex to the Hotel Get­ 
tysburg alone 
been valued at 
$350,000, and that new homes and im­ 
provements to buildings will easily 
net an increased valuation of $300,- 
000. 
The assessed valuation this year 
was $2,400,000. 
Council's borrowing 
capacity is 7 per cent o f the assessed 
valuation, or $189,000, based on the 
estimated valuations as of next Jan­ 
uary I. 
Gettysburg is now funding itr. only 
liability which does not 
represent 
money expended for permanent im­ 
provements. 
The amount is $20,000, 
and when this item is funded G ettys­ 
burg's slate of indebtedness will be 
clean of 
any 
incumbrances except 
those incurred by reason of perma­ 
nent improvements, such as the build­ 
ing of the sewage disposal plant and 
peim anent streets. 
Bonded Debt $147,825 
On January I, 1926. bonds outstand­ 
ing will total $144,500, to which is 
added 
$3,325, known as the Eichel- 
berger F'und, making a total indebted­ 
ness of $147,825. 
The towrn’s borrowing capacity on 
the first of the new’ year will be ap­ 
proximately $189,000, based on 7 per 
cent, the maximum allowed by law’, 
, of $2,700,000, the 1925 assessed valua­ 
tion added to an estimated increase 
in property values this year, 
1 
One Figure in the councilmen’# re­ 
port, which shows conclusively, they 
say, how well fixed the borough will 
be after next January, is the item 
$76,275, the estimated excess under 
the borough’s borrowing limit. 
This 
amount was arrived at, th* 
men said, by adding to the difference 
between the lim it of the borough’s 
borrowing capacity, $189,000, and the 
$147,825, the amount of its outstand­ 
ing obiigations as of January I, 1926, 
the estimated tax duplicate for 1926, 
of $.35,100. 
The tax duplicate this year was in 
excess of $32,000, while the budget 
was worked out on the basis of a du- 
plicate of not more than $29,000. 
Good Surplus Shown 
An estimated surplus of $72,175 is

23 FINED FOR 
MILK VIOLATION 


Harrisburg1, 
Pa. — Twenty-three 


proprietors of eating establishments 


have been prosecuted and fined $25 
each for serving milk in violation of 
a law effective since May 25, which 
requires milk to be served in the bot­ 
tle in which it is 
supplied, 
J. 
W. 
Ktdlogg, director of the state bureau 
of 
foods, 
announced 
today. 
In 
eighteen of the cases the milk was 
found to he low in butter fat and 
total solids, the law requiring a mini­ 
mum of 3.25 per cent butter fat and 
12 per cent total solids. 
Explaining the provisions of the act, 
Mr. Kellogg said “the law provides 
not only that milk served for drink­ 
ing purposes in (-ating places must 
comply with the standards for milk 
fixed by laws of the Commonwealth 
hut that it must be served and sold 
in the bottle in which the milk is sup­ 
plied to the hotel or restaurant. This 
means that any person found serving 
milk in a public 
eating 
place 
for 
drinking purposes from a milk supply 
is liable to a fine of $25 to $50 or 
imprisonment from 30 to 
OO 
days. 
The law makes sure that the con­ 
sumer is not Served milk below the 
standard in 
butterfat or milk that 
has been dipped or pumped from a 
bulk supply in an unsanitary way.”
